GENERAL GRANT'S PLAN. 


TO BUILD UP A GREAT SOUTH 
AMERICAN TRADE. | 


Coneuls to be Supplanted by Commercial Agents 


Who Shall Have the Bight to Act as Drum- 
mers--Steamship Lines to be Heavily 
Subsidized by Congress, 


—— 


New York, October 9.—Commissioners on 
South American commerce called on General 
Grant at his residence this morning, and lis- 
tened tohis views on the subject. The ex- 
president gave the story of the commercial 
treaty now existing between the United States 
and Mexico, which was negotiated’ by himself 
and Senor Romero, the Mexican minister -at 


Washington. He thought as- soon as our con- 
grees passed the necessary legislation to carry 
this treaty into — effect, trade be- 
tween the United States and Mex- 
ico would be largely increased, 


inasmuch as the tariff of Mexico had been 
practically prohibitory. Durmg_ his several 
visits to Mexico General Grant said he found 
considerable prejudice against the United 
States, which grew out of the fear that this 
government was seeking to acquire possession 
of Mexican territory. This feeling had been 
fostered by merchants and others whose object 
wes to keep out the trade ef this country and 
thereby prevent competition. The establish- 
ment of railway communication has had the 
efiect of bringing about intercourse between the 
pcople of this country and Mexico, has awak- 
ened friendly feeling and destroyed prejudice. 
This feeling would increase as they became 
better acquainted and would naturally further 
trade between the nations. He said he found 
some feeling in Central America existing 
against the British government. Instead ot 
scattering consuls about there should be “$ 
pointed to every port commercial agents who 
should have the privilege of engaging jn busi- 
ness. They should be permitted to act as drum- 
mers for manufacturers of the United Stares. 
They should have samples sent them and be 
allowed to sell on commission to merchants at 
points at which they are located. Commercial! 
agents. should perform all duties now as- 
signed to consils, and receive fees therefor, 
besides heing allowed to engage in business as 
ordinary merchants. Another method equally 
necessary in securing trade would be to fur- 
nish means of communication and transpor- 
tation by steamship lines. These should 
be subsidized by the government until a com- 
merce bas been established to enable them to 
sustain themselves. It was absurd to expect 
the establishment of trade between countries 
which had no direct’ communication and 
equally absurd to expect capitalists to invest 
iu steamship lines with simply a prospect of 
securing interest on investment in future. 


_ Consequently such lines should be granted 


subsidies.

STATES SUPREME COURT. 


its Coming Session and Some of the Impor- 
tant Cases on Docket, 

Wasnineton, October 9.—The supreme court 
of the United States will meet Monday next 
for the October term of 1884. Six justices are 
already inthe city and all are expected to 
take their seats when the court reassembles. 
The number of cases on docket is 1,025, or 54 
less than were docketed up to corresponding 
time last year. The court-holds under advise- 
ment ten cases which were argued or submit- 
ted ai the last term. The only one of them 
which has general interest is so-called ‘Head 
money case” of the Liverpool, New York and 
Philadelphia steamship company, against the 


‘commissioners of emigration. A number ofcases 


have been specially assigned for this second 
day of the forthcoming term, and the indiéa- 
tions are that most of them will be argued. 
Among the.most important of these are the 
Alabama claims cases of the Columbia and the 
Great Western insurance companies against 
the United States. These cases are brought 
up by appeal from the court of claims. The 
patent interference case of the commissioner 


of patents against the United States ex. 
rel. hoc., which involves the question 
of right of appeal in patent cases 


from decisions of the commissioner of patents 
to the secretary of the interior; also the pepe 

ity pay case of the United States against Lieu- 
tenant Charles Morton, brought up by an ap- 
peal from the court of claims. The argument 
and decision in case last named will have more 
than usual interestin military circles since the 
principle involved affects, it is said, the pay of 
nearly a thousand army officers. The question 
in controversy is whether the period of mili- 
tary training at the West Point military 
academy is to. be regarded as 
service in the army in computing an officer’s 
longevity papers. Justice Drake in delivering 
the opinion of the court below in favor of the 
claimant reviewed the laws.and regulations 
relating to the military academy, and said that 
in view of these plain and express provisions 
we are at a loss to understand why a cadet at 
a military gag is not in service in 
the army. The fact that he is 
pursuing there studies and assing 
through a discipline which are to fit him for 
higher duty and perhaps greater achievements 
in military life does not, in my opinion, at all 
affect or even touch the status given him in 
unmistakable words by the laws under which 
both the academy and the army exist. No 
private soldier inthe army is more in the 
service than a cadet at West Point. If the 
decision of the court of claims is sustained it 
will add fonr years to the period of service of 
all West Point graduates in the computation 
of theirlongevity pay. 


THE BRIMMING TREASURY. 


Statement of the Directors of the Mint— 
#38 72,500,000 Available. 

Wasuincton, October 9.—The directors of 
ihe mint estimate the amount of gold and sil- 
ver coin in the United States on the Ist of Oc- 
tober at $815,000,000. Of this amount $558,- 
000,000 is gold, $182,000,000 standard silver 
dollars and $7,500,000 subsidiary silver. This 
is a gain from the Ist of October, 1883, of $35,- 
000,000, $13,000,000 being gold coin and $22,- 
000,000 silver. 

In addition to the coin in circulation on the 
first of October the mints and assay offices 
held bullion tor coinage at that date amount- 
ing to $53,000,000 in gold, and $5,000,000 in 
silver, making the total amount of United 
States coin and bullion available for coinage 
in the country on the first of October, 1884, 
$872,500,000, of which $610,000,000 is gold and 
$262,000,000 silver. The amount of 
gold coin outside of the treasury 
was about $7,500,000 less than on the first of 
October, 1883, while the amount in the treas- 
ury was $20.000,000 more. The amount of 
silver inthe banks and general circulation 1s 
about $8,000,000 less than in 1883, and the 
smount in the treasury about $51,000,000 
more. The amount outstanding of gold and 
silver certificates is nearly $50,060,000 more 
than on the first of October, 1883. National 


. bank notes bave decreased about $17,500,000. 


The amount of bank notes in the treasury has 
increased about $5,000,000.

Successful Experiments in Philadelphia, 
The Mill Superintendents Pleased, 

PuHILApDELrata, Pa., Octo’ er 9.—A~uumber 
of prominent gentlemen representing mills of 
this city, Wilmington, and other places, as- 
eembléed to-day atthe electrical exhibition to 
witness the interesting demonstration of the 
system of supplying light and power in faces 
teries. An apartment was thoroughly dark- 
ened by curtains and the system of 
lighting explained. Ineandescent lamps 
turned on simultaneously producing 
very brilliant effect. The power was then 
suppled to the looms by means of an electric 
motor, a practical weaver operating the ma- 
chine.

A movable incandescent light was submitted 
to a thorough test by some of the mill super- 
intendents present. It was taken at will to 
every part of the loom and material, wiere 
close observation is necessary, and its safety 
and practicability thoroughly demonstrated.

A DESPERATE BATTLE. 


GENERAL NEGRIER ATTACKS SIX- 
TY THOUSAND CHINESE AT KEP. 


They Fight for Five Hours and then Fly--A Terri- 
ble Slaughter of Celestiais--Six Hundred 
Killed in the Village Alone--The French 
Behave Admirably--The Losses. 


Paris, October 9.—A dispatch received from 
Hanoi states that General Negrier’s column 
had an engagement at the village of Kep with 
60,000 Chinese regulars, who occupied en- 
trenchments round thecentral redoubt. The 
Chinese commenced the attack at nine o’clock 


-in the morning by trying to surround the 


French. The fighting lasted until two o’clock 
in the afternoon, when the retreat of the 
Chinese toward the frontier of China was cut 
off. Chinese troops then fled in the direction 
of Dooguan, pursued by the French. Kep 
garrison defended their position bravely, com- 
pelling the French to surround redoubt and 


carry it at the point. of the bayonet. 
The Chinese loss in the village alone 
was 600  _ killed. French troops 


fought with spirit and decision. They cap- 
tured all of the enemy’s war material, muies 
and horses. A French captain and twenty 
men were killed and eight officers and fifty 
men were wounded. yeneral Negrier was 
slightly wounded. General Briere de Lisle 
has started for Kep to assist General Negrier’s 
forces. 


WHO SHALL FIGHT THE BOERS:: 


The Cape Colony Government Does Rot Care 
to do So—A Civil War Imminent, 

Lonpon, October 9.—The government of Cape 
Colony and Cape of Good Hope refuses to per- 
mit its local troops to undertake suppression 
of the Boers in Buchuanaland, as recommend- 
ed to Governor Sir Hercules Robinson by the 
Edglish cabinet.

It is reasonably well settled that the Louis- 
ville and Nashville has escaped reorganiza- 
tion through a new issue of stock and bonds. 
[t offers to its own stockholders $5,000,000 in 
bonds and $5,000,000 in stock on certain 
terms, and if the stockholders do not fully 
respond, a syndicate of London and Amster- 
dam bankers is to take any balance not 
wanted by the stockholders. It is not ex- 
pected that the stockholders will need much 
more of the company’s securities than they 
now hold, so that practically the money to 
take up the floating debt is to come across 
the Atlantic. This debt has been very 
troublesome, amounting to something more 
than $4,000,000, and it is thought that when 
it is funded at six per cent, the road can earn 
all fixed charges, and thus keep outof the 
hands of a receiver. | 

This result is of increased importance in 
Georgia on account of the interest of the 
Louisville company in the Western and At- 
lantic, and the Georgia railroads. The lease 
of the latter road will stand unimpaired, and 
the stockholders of this cleverly-managed 
piece of property should congratulate them- 
selves. In the first year of the lease the lessees 
lost a round sum of money; last year they 
each lost $11,000, and it is estimated that the 
two companies will losea like amount dur- 
ing the current year. The Central and the 
Louisville and Nasville are both solvent com- 
panies, and the guarantee of ten per cent per 
annum will stand good, no matter how much 
the two companies may lose in operating the 
leased road.

3. Trade is increasing ; merchanis are putting 
in new and large stocks of goods, and the outlook 
for commerce is very favorable. 

4, The condition.of the farmer has steadily im- 
proved. They.depend less upon cotton, and raise 
their own far& supples. 

5. The cities are growing with unexampled 
rapidity, Manufactures are coming into promtl- 
nence, and are opening new avenues of emplov- 
ment. 

6. Railroad building is going on rapidly,-and 
the facilities iar transportation are wonderfully 
improved. 

7. Education is receiving more genéral atten- 
tion than ever before, and good schvuols are recog: 
nized as one of the most important factors in tie 
growth of the cities. 

We have space for only a few illustrations of 
these{conclusions. 

From Macon, itis reported, that although the 
cotton crop has fallen off, the farmers have de- 
pended on itso much less that usual that they 
are able to bear the loss. : 

In Savannah over 1,000 new houses have been 
put up during the year. In Columbus, the growth 
in population has been marvelous, and the in- 
erease in the value of taxable property is put at 
£500,000. Chattanooga reports a popujation of 2,- 
000, an increase of 5,000 within the year. In Mont- 
-gome y, 1,200 new buildings have been erected 
since 1880; $20,000 a year is spent on its public 
schools, and many families have come to the city 
mainly on account of its superior school facilities, 

Atlanta itself reports a population of 56,000. 
During the year new buildings of the vaine oi 
$1,500,100 have been putup, The cotton trade is 
expected to reach 175,000 bales this year, and a new 
coinpress has just been built. All the factories 
and mills of the city, except the eleomargariue 
works (notable and praiseworthy exception) are 
running cnfull tme. A new-park is being laid 
out and the present ones greatly improved. New 
factories and mills have been established and oth- 
ers are under way. ‘ 

The path of progress for the new south is plainly 
pointed out. Cotton is no longer to reign sole 
monarch. Diversified crops will give better re- 
turns and more varied empicyment for the ener- 
gies of the people. | Manufactures have already 
assumed a leading place and with freshly openec 
and extensive deposits of iron and coal ciose at 
hand, with cotton right at the doors of the mills 
and jactories, with new and continually growing 
systems of railway furnishing cheap transporta- 
tion, the field for their growth seems practically
